Paradise Valley Complex (four fires), Gallatin NF. IMT 2 (Kusicko). Twenty-nine miles southwest of
Livingston, MT. Timber. Torching and short runs. Watershed threatened. Structure protection in place.

Hughes 32 Complex (four fires), Idaho Panhandle NF. Sixteen miles northwest of Nordman, ID. Cedar,
hemlock and subalpine fir. Increase in fire activity. Fire lookout and Canadian power lines threatened.

Heavens Gate Complex (four fires), Nez Perce NF. IMT 1 (Stanich). Ten miles west of Riggins, ID. Grass
and timber. Single and group tree torching, spotting and sustained runs. Structure protection in place for a
ranch.

Fifteen miles northeast of
Walla Walla, WA. Grass, brush and mixed conifer. Backing fire, small uphill runs and torching. Residences,

a ski area, wind energy site and commercial resources threatened. Evacuation orders and area road

closures in effect.

Timber and brush. Smoldering and creeping. Residences threatened.

Tin Pan WFU, Okanogan-Wenatchee NF. Seven miles west of Lucerne, WA. Timber. Torching and short
crown runs. Structures threatened.

Carbon Copy, South Puget Sound, Washington DNR. Eight miles southeast of Carbonado, WA. Timber
and heavy dead and down fuels. Minimal fire activity. Last report unless significant activity occurs.

Tatoosh Complex (six fires), Okanogan-Wenatchee NF. Twenty-four miles northwest of Mazama, WA.
Timber. Crowning, short upslope runs. Structure protection in place.

Cedar Creek, Okanogan-Wenatchee NF. Eight miles southwest of Mazama, WA. Timber. Moderate fire
activity. Structure protection in place.

Sharps Ridge, Umatilla NF. Fifteen miles southeast of Dale, OR. Mixed conifer and heavy dead and down
fuels. No new information was reported.

Mt. Hood Complex (thirteen fires), Mt. Hood NF. Six miles east of Government Camp, OR. Timber and
heavy dead and down fuels. Minimal fire activity. Trails and roads closed.

Baker Canyon, Prineville District, BLM. Twelve miles north of Madras, OR. Grass. Running and spotting.
Railroad line and structures threatened.
